Colorado, Nevada, Alabama, Call 
forma and Arizona, but the mines ol 
New Mexico furnish the trade in the 
United States with, more than two- 
'thirds of its waves, because it is there 
that the purest gems have been found 
within the last 25 years. 


The turquoise has been used as an 


ornamental gem from the beginnin 
of historic time, and to many the find- 
ing of stone implements near oh! work 
ings of turquoise property is conclu- 
sive proof of its use 
in 
prehistoric 


days. 
The Mohammedans used pol- 


. ished blue stones in their buildings 


of worship; the Peruvians ornamented 
their Temple of the Sun with the gem 
and in one of the principal halls of 
justice in the old royal palace of-Tez;

To those not familiar with Bowery 


resorts it may be interesting to know 
that there are at least 130 of these 
cheap lodging places in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn. They rent between six 
and seven million lodgings a year, at 
prices .varying from five to 25 cents, 
with an average of ten or 15 cents. 
Their Influence in the propagation of 
crime, according to tho police and 
other investigators, has 
been 
tre- 


mendous. Fifty per cent, of the char- 
ity applicants in New York give lodg- 
ing houses as their addresses, and 50 
per cent, of the same class at any giv- 
en time have been less 
than 
six 


months in New York. 
The charity 


workers say that, while it is not a 
hard task 'to reclaim a man who has 
spent a month in a lodging house, at 
the end of six months it is well nigh 
impossible. 


The nightly business done by tho 


dens is enormous. From ]2,000 to 15,- 
000 beds are let every night in tho 
Borough of Manhattan alone. 
At a 


first glance the new 
rules 
appear 


somewhat drastic, but the committed 
says they are vitally necessary and 
really moderate in scope. The three 
•ends to he attained in 
the 
lodging 


houses, it is pointed out, are ventila- 
tion, cleanliness and proper sanitary 
arrangements. In most lodging houses 
it has been the custom, to use 
the 


words of a keeper, to" change sheets 
and 
pillowcases 
"whenever 
neces- 


sary." 
In other words, onco or at 


most twice a week. 
Now they are 


compelled to have fresh pillowcases 
and sheets every day. It is estimated 
that this will entail an extra expendi- 
ture of four cents a bed daily for laun- 
dry purposes. 


All the reforms are at the expense 


of the proprietor, and it is expected 
that a number of tho smaller fry will 
be forced out of business. This,.Low- 
ever, is not a certain result. 
The 


lodging house business is too profit- 
able to be thrown aside, as very few 
proprietors, it is said, have failed to 
"salt away"-a reserve fund from their 
earnings.

house patron can be made to pay the 
difference, though it is doubtful If tho 
patrons are possessed of sufficiently 
clean tastes to appreciate the fresh 
linen and accompanying comfort.

That tho peers regard themselves as 


a superior order of creation finds ex- 
prosiiion in the more grandiose cham- 
ber as compared with that in which 
.Iho commons meet. The upper house 
is an arrangement in brilliant scarlet. 
The lower house is a study in dark 
green, that being the prevailing huo 
of the upholstery. The contrast serves 
to emphasize the idea that one cham- 
ber represents the proletariat; tho 
other a rich, proud, and powerful aris- 
tocracy. That In which the lords gath- 
er to exercise their legislative 
func- 


tions ia far finer, more impressive and 
picturesque than that in which tho 
elected representatives hold their sit- 
tings. Th« house of commons ends in 
Iho speaker's chair, a comparatively 
simple affair, save that it is suggestive 
of anything but comfort. The house oE 
lords ends in a throne—a thing of gilt 
and splendor and large proportions 
from which the sovereign opens par- 
liament. And behind the throne there 
Is a vast wall, on which are splendid 
frescoes in gigantic figures and in rich 
and almost dazzling colors. 


Hut tho peers themselves do not 


coma up to their gorgeous surround- 
ings. Their robes and coronets they 
wear only or. stale occasions. 
Attired 


in the conventional raiment of mascu- 
line respectability they are an ordin- 
ary looking lot. It is a fact that they 
don't show up anything like as well as 
tho members of the United States sen- 
ate. When I first saw them engaged in 
slaughtering liberal legislation I could 
not help wondering how many of them 
would be able to earn their own liv- 
ing if turned loose. "Tlie cure for ad- 
miring tho house of lords," said a 
French critic of ICnglish institutions, 
"is to go and look at it at work."
